STAKES LEGALIZED 


Members of © Hastings 
council last Thursday placed their 
stamp of approval on _ legalized 
sweep-stakes as a means of raising 
money for Canadian hospitals. 

Following a spirited discussion on 
the matter councillors Thursday 
morning voted by a narrow margin 
in favour of a Peel county resolution 
asking that the senior governments 
be petitioned to legalize sweepstakes. 

Reeve Earl Sager, of Madoc town- 
ship, agreed that hospitals - needed 
more money but wasn’t too sure 
about legalizing sweeps as a means 
to raise the required funds. He was 
sure, however, that property owners 
should not be further taxed to pro- 
vide it. 

Reeve Carl Bateman, of Stirling,

The year 
was 1936. While many Britons 
were playing darts in their local 
pubs, a handful of adventurers 
crouched before some 300 flicker- 
ing “goggle boxes” and presided 
at the uncertain birth of .the 
world’s first regular television 
service. What they saw on the 
screen was a grab-bag assort- 
ment of Chinese jugglers, Ameri- 
oan comedians, a tennis star, and 
a Movietone newsreel. 

“This was BBC-TV, now a staid 
old monolith which on its 25th 
anniversary this month attracts 
23 million Britons daily. BBC's 
coups have been many, from the 
world’s first televised play (EI- 
eanor and Herbert Farjeon's 
“The Two Bouquets” in 1936) to 
its memorable coverage of the 
Coronation in 1953. 


Despite its royal charter, the 
BBC is ertirely free of govern- 
ment control, Supported by gov~- 
ernment - collected license fees. 
levied on all set owners, it also 
spares its viewers the pain of: 
commercials. This autonomy led 
to an attitude of prim moral up- 
lift. which earned the’ network 
the nickname “Auntie.” BBC’s 
credo is still not so much to give 
the public what it wants as to 


provide what it feels the public | 


ought to want. 

As admirable as this might be, 
such autocracy led Parliament in 
1955 to authorize rival commer- 
cial. TV. Pessimists then feared 
the BBC would-have to retaliate 
with dancing girls and jugglers. 
Optimists were not afraid, feel- 
ing that competitive scrapping 
would enliven things. 

As it turned out, BBC-TV to- 
day, in the favorable words of 
NBC's Robert Sarnoff, is.“a wily 
and vigorous competitor” of the 
new Independent Television out- 
fit. BBC attracts more than 37 


- per cent of Britain’s, viewers. not 


only by offering hours of adult 
fare but by matching ITV’s more 
popular programs. “Wyatt Earp,” 
for instance, on the commercial 
nework, was matched on BBC 
by another U.S. import, “The 
Lone Ranger.” 

While relinquishing decorum, 
however, BBC-TV also. acquired 
a taste for bold programing. 
Formerly squeamish about con- 
troversial issues, the network 
sharpened news coverage to pro- 
duce such incisive, tough-minded 
Selig as its reporting of the 

otting Hill race riots in 1958 
and, more recently, a vigorous 
elobbering of police for manhan- 
dling anti-bomb demonstrators.

Some Kind Words For 
School Teachers 


We confess to a weakness for 
school teachers. Theirs, it often 
seems to us, is as difficult a task 
as society has contrived. 


It is complicated by the fact 
that in no area of American life 
is criticism from the outside so 
rampant. Some of the criticism 
is unjust and stems from failure 
to understand what is demanded 
from modern American schools. 
Some is wholly just and has its 
birth in the commendable desire 
for constant improvement. 


Admiral Rickover emits cries 
of anguish because his personal 
standards are not met in all 
cases. Minority groups, in some 
instances, want their cases pre~ 
sented in out-of-focus relation- 
‘Ship to the magnitude of their 
problem. Parents who haven’t 
read a book in 20 years suddenly 
decide their children can’t read 
as well as they can. One group 
thinks they overdo control. A 
faction decries lack of imagina- 
tion in schools, says they are 
afraid to experiment. An op- 
posite faction says they experi- 
ment too much. The. list of 
plaints and complaints ig end- 


Is this bad? Not necessarily. 
An encouraging aspect is that it 
is an indication that while Amer- 
icans may be complacement 
about many things, the education 
of their children “is not one of 
them. 

Niggling criticism, and there is 
a good deal of it, is certainly bad. 

~Based upon ignorance it can only 
extend ignorance. 


Constructive criticism, and 
only help educators to do a job 
which most of them want de- 
sperately to do well. For the 
balance of criticism to remain on 
the constructive side, there must 
be continuitig understanding be- 
tween educators and parents. A 
way to achieve that understand- 
ing is to heed the invitation of 
educators to visit the schools next 
week and talk with those who 
are teaching your children. 

You will make teachers parti- 
cularly happy if you add a ques- 
tion to the one you are sure to 
ask, “How is Johnny doing?’’ Ask 
it, certainly, but try adding this 
one. “What do you want from 
Johnny and from us?”—-Need- 
ham (Mass.) Times

For five to. seven days, the 
child writhes and coughs. with 
a 105-degree fever, while a rash 
spreads over his body.

cine” said U.S., Surgeon Gen-

It was 
then and there that the wives of 
simple fishermen used their new- 
ly acquired art of knitting to 
devise a jacket which would 
withstand the icy blasts of the 
North Sea. 


But their invention was re- 
garded as such a humble garment 
it wasn’t even given a name for 
300 years. When referred to at 
all, it was usually ealled a jersey 
or a fisherman’s knit, 


The type of stitch used was 
called stockingette, since it was 
the same employed in the island's 
principal industry, which was 
hand-made hosiery, Knitting was 
a popular pastime among Jersey. 
men and children as well. Re- 
cords remain of a local swain’s 
being forbidden by the Royal 
Court from “knitting in company 
with young women, to put an end 
to the gossip caused thereby on 
pain of punishment.” However, 
the people of Jersey lost their 
corner on the stocking market 
when knitting machines became 
widespread in England about 
1840. 


Toward the end of the last 
century when such sports as foot- 
ball, bicycling, lawn tennis and 
yachting became popular, their 
enthusiasts discovered that the 
jersey. or fisherman’s knit pre- 
vented chills by absorbing per- 
spiration. They promptly dubbed 
it the SWEAT—er and the word 
entered the English language. 


About the same time in France, 
garlic vendors or marchands 
dail, who sold their pungent 
flavoring in Paris’ open market 
place, le Marché des Halles, also 
discovered the warmth and flexi- 
bility of the fisherman’s knit. 
Soon customers were referring to 
the marchands d’ails adopted 
garment by the abbreviated 
name of CHANDAIL. 


Later, when _ internationally 
known sports figures such as 
Bobby Jones and Helen Wills 
Moody won matches while wear- 
ing sweaters, it wasn’t long be- 
fore Fashion lifted the garment’s 
strictly utilitarian connotation.

Stand by for a shortage of 
sponges. Reason: young Greeks 
are afraid of losing ~their girl- 
Even when belonging to 
old - established sponge - fishing 
families, many young men are 
refusing to follow their country’s 
2,500-year-old trade. 

In. past years, 200 caiques set 
sail each season from Kalimnosg, 
the great. sponge-fishing base in 
the Aegean. And, in the late au- 
tumn, they returned with a har- 
vest of 200 tons of top-quality 
sponges. 

Now,, instead of 2,500 Greeks 
taking part in this annual expéd- 
‘ition, the number has dropped to 
‘barely a thousand. Experienced 
divers can earn better. money 
ashore, with no risks, and keep 
their wives comfortable all the 
year round. So next month, when 
the caiques unload their catches, 
the total harvest is not likely to 
exceed eighty tons.

Art Treasure Found 
After 17 Years 


* One of the longest and most 


antensive. art searches in history ° 


came to a happy ending early 
last month. For on Oct. 6 there 
was dredged from the mud of 
Florence’s Arno River the some- 
what battered head of a statue, 
which experts immediately rec- 
ognized as that of the famous 
Primavera (Spring), which had 
been lost since the German Army 
leveled part of the city on Aug. 
4, 1944. 


Never, perhaps had there been 
‘so intense a world-wide search 


‘for a mere fragment of statu- 


ary. But the head of Primavera 


_whs something far from ordin- 


ary. Of the statues of the four 


seasons which adorned the beau- 


tiful Holy Trinity Bridge across 
the river, that of Spring was held 
by Florentines to be the finest.

So, since the inauguration of 
the rebuilt bridge, the Prima- 
vera has held her place, headless, 
a tacit reminder of tragic events, 
writes Dorothy Nevile Lees in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 


Now, 17 years later, the head 
has come to light, following 
operations for cleaning the river 
bed initiated by the Canoeists’ 
Club of Florence. . 


Timoteo Lucaroni of Piacenza, 
a workman operating a dredger, 
finding his machine involved 
with a hard. mass, halted it, 
and, on investigation, found this 
to be a marble head, embedded 
some 385 feet down the river 
from the bridge. Save for his 
alertness, the head might have 
been crushed, and then carted 
away, with the stones and rubble 
destined for the foundations of 


a superhighway now under con- 
struction 
Borne to the Plazzo Vecchio 


and examined by experts in the 
presence of Professor Filippo 
Rossi, Superintendent of Galler- 


ies. and of Dr. Ugo Procacci, 
Superintendents of Monuments, 
the head was readily identified. 
Various signs and details con- 


firmed the verdict. Among these 
were traces where a new tip w4s 
applied to the nose in the 18th 
century, a bluish mark on one 
cheek, the notable sweetness and 
gentleness with which Franca- 
villa had imbued the face, and 
other characteristics

more sure, however, a plaster 
cast of the neck-fracture was 
taken, and, when applied to the 
neck of the atatue, found to fit 
tightly.

. How much: radiation is ™0- 
muth radiation? That is what 
government and other experts 
are attempting to determine. 


In the meantime, the radiol- 


Public Health Service is trying 
to cutm-urmecessary fears and 
panic and shed as much light as 
is possible on a murky subject. 

Radiation itself is nothing new. 
Men have been exposed to it 
throughout the ages. Dr, Donald 
R. Chadwick, chief of the radiol- 
ogical health division, puts it this 
way: 

“Mankind has always lived 
with radiation—from cosmic rays 
originating in outer space and 
from natural radio-activity in the 
environment.” 

Added to this in recent years 
has been the radiation which 
comes from “more. widespread 
use of medical and dental X rays, 
fallout’ from nuclear weapons 
testing, and some aspects of nu- 
clear energy production,” Dr. 
Chadwick points out. 


The government now is em- 
barked on an extensive program 
of research into the effects of 
radiation and such countermeas- 
ures as can be taken against 
excessive exposure, 

In the meantime, authorities 
emphasize that “the actual and 
potential benefits man may de- 
rive from the controlled use of 
jonizing radiation are manifold.” 

Nuclear power, with adequate 
safeguards, may be the world’s 
answer to dwindling supplies of 
coal and oil. It may be the source 
of needed power for more elec- 
tricity in homes and factories. 

It may be used to excavate 
harbors, develop water sources, 
heat reservoirs, and mine low- 
grade ore, It is even now being 
used to heat and light cities, to 
propel submarines and merchant 
ships. 

‘Radioactive isotopes are now 
widely used in medicine, .in in- 
dustry, and in’ agriculture. So 
far, according to the PHS in- 
formation booklet, the most in- 
tensive exposure to ionizing 
radiation has come from the use 
of X rays by the health profes- 
sions. _ 

Now that the adverse effects 
of over-exposure are understood, 
“concerted effort is now being 
applied by these professions to 
reduce, as far as possible, the 
exposure of individuals under- 
going X-ray diagnosis and treat- 
ment.” 

It is readily admitted that there 
is still much to be learned about 
radiation and its effects, but it is 
obvious that mankind is going to 
have to live with it—and live 
with it in safety. 

Toward this end, the govern- 
ment has now developed two 
different processes for removing 


strontium 90 from milk. As much 


aa 98 per cent of the. radioactive 
material can be removed iin this 
way. 

it has not yet been decided 
which of the two processes will 
prove most practical for industry 
or how much this extra process- 
ing may add to the cost. 

This development is considered 
of particular importance since 
milk is such a substantial part of 
the national diet. And also be- 
eause strontium 90, wherever it 
winds up, remains radioactive 
for as many as 27 years, writes 
Josephine Ripley in the Chistian

“We are not recommending 
any action by individuals or by 
official agencies designed to limit 
intake which would interfere 
with food and water supplies of 
large population groups. The 
amount of radiation is not suffi- 
ciently high to justify any such 
action,” according to one au- 
thority. 

As for growing vegetables such 
ag spinach and lettuce which may 
happen to be in the fallout path, 
the deposit can be washed off 
like any other foreign matter 
before the vegetable is consumed 
as food. : 

in the. meantime, the govern- 
ment has stepped up its monitor- 
ing service to measure the in- 
crease jn radioactivity in the air 
and in milk and other foods.

Although game in the State of 
Maine is abundant, it is not in

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He was hunting deer, and as he 
approached a raspberry growth 
‘this animal leaped about 35 feet 
in the air and bounded away 
through the woods. Anybody 
might think the best way to 
prove this unusual event would 
be to shoot the animal and bring 
it forth. There is fy, law in 
Maine on kangaroos. But things 
don’t happen that way. When 
you are hunting deer and a kan- 
garoo jumps up, it kind of un- 
nerves you, and even the most 
accomplished woodsman would 
fail to shoot. There has never 
been a case in Maine where a 
hunter, expecting a deer but see- 
ing a kangaroo, ha¥ shot one. 

The experienced Maine woods- 
man has, it is true, an inner 
cense that lets him judge the dif- 
ferences.. When he hears some- 
body tell about seeing a long- 
eared black panther, with hind 
legs like a seal, he feels inwardly 
that the man has probably mis- 
taken. an ordinary fisher. These 
things can happen and, do. Not 
that a fisher barks like a seal, 
but that’ such a bark is inconsis- 
tent with a panther. 


But when a reputable gentle- 
man with no personal reason for 
misrepresentation comes in and 
describes an animal with a knot 
in his tail, the usual Maine 
woods probability, of error is im- 
mediately eliminated. If the kan- 
garoo had been bearing a knap- 
sack, or the alleged cougar had 
been strumming a guitar, this 
same consideration would apply.

Certain species raid the quar- 
ters of other species with mili- 
‘tary-like precision, seize and 
carry off captives, and then in- 
corporate them as slave labour- 
ers in their own communities. 


Theirs is a concentration camp 
technique even Nazi Germany 
might have envied for its ruth- 
less efficiency. 

Despite their lack of size, ants 
also possess quite staggering 
powers of territorial expansion. 

In the nineteenth century an 
Eastern species spread rapidly 
over North Africa and Southern 
Europe, even: reaching Maderia 
and Bermuda. 

And then the invaders quickly 
exterminated the smaller native 
races. — 

Now an Argentine species has 
eaught the imperialist or coloniz- 
ing fever. . 

From its original base at New 
Orleans, this species has overrun 
the southern United States. More 
recently, its advance parties have 

. poured into Bermuda where they 
‘are busy consolidating their posi- 
tion by destroying earlier in- 
waders. 


Some 15,000 different species of 


ants .are crawling about the 
earth. They do not interbreed. 
Altogether the ant kingdom has 
untold thousands of millions 
more beings than the 3,000 mil- 
Hon strong human race. 

If our civilization goes atomi- 
cally mad, some of these crea- 
tures, especially those living in 


cells deep underground, will al- 


most certainly survive. In the 
light of modern researches, only 
a foolish man would place a limit 
on the power of ants. 

The fiercest of their carnivo- 
jrous species, the dreaded “legion- 
-ary” or “driver ants,” advance in 
sdense columns, exterminating 

every living thing in their track. 
Hf they come across a tethered 
horse, goat or camel, they will 
pick its bones clean. 

Their policy is more concen- 
trated and ugly than anything 


: are practised by invading Huns 
r 


Tartars. 


These killer ante never slack- 
en, never abandon their restless, 
annihilating spirit; it seems that 
they are eternally on the march, 
and what makes their march #0 
terrible and so uncanny is that 
every member of their destruc- 
tive legions is completely blind. 
Acute powers of smell guide 
them to their prey. 

Ants, in common with human 
beings, belong to different orders 
or evolutionary gradings. Some 
species, like man in his early 
days, lived entirely as nomads 
and hunters, stalking, capturing 
and devouring other insects. - 

But evolution, exerting invis- 
ible pressures over thousands of 
years, has elevated them. Now 
we see them as pastoralists, cow 
keepers and agriculturists. 

A good example of this devel- 
opment comes from Brazil. Here, 
the “atta ants” live in highly 
organized communities under- 
ground. 

An ant city, with its raised 
mounds, twenty feet or more 
across, may weigh several hun- 
dred tons and house over half @ 
million inhabitants. 

There is ceaseless activity 
within and without. The work- 
ers stream forth daily to collect 
herbage. Some climb up trees, 
others collect these pieces and 
‘earry them fifty ydrds or more 
to the subterranean city. 

There they are laid out on 
chamber floors to act, in their 
decaying state, as fermenting 
beds for the fungi on which the 
whole colony .lives. 

Through this industry, millions 
of tiny mushroom-like seecilings 


spring up. The ants mow off

+ Scientists have tried in vain to 


. reproduce these ant mushrooms 


in laboratories. In cultivating 
their fungi the ants, it seems, 
smear them with a fertilizing 
ingredient from their own bodies 
which is unknown to. science, 
writes A. J. Forrest in “Tit-Bits.” 
Eventually the time comes for 
a young queen to leave the city 
-on her nuptial flight and estab- 
lish a city of her own making. 


Before taking off, she collects 
some fungi spores, kneads them 
into some leaf soil, and drops 
this vital dowry into her mouth 
pouch. 

Then, once she has mated and 
found a crevice where she can 
prepare a bed chamber to begin 
her enormous reproductive duti- 
es, her first concern is to spit out 
her precious mushroom pellet. 
The spores take root, germinate 
and multiply. 

So the new city’s Tood supplies 
are assured. For the queen 
quickly breeds workers, which 
tend and extend these fungi beds, 
so keeping pace with the colony’s 
ever-growing needs. That \won- 
derful’cycle never ceases. 

Dairy ants keep their “cows” 
in underground sheds with en- 
trances and exits so designed 
that their domestic stock, aphides 
and other insects, can’t escape. 

These creatures are genuinely 
milked. The ant cowherd strokes 
them with his antenna, causing 
therm to secrete juices of nutri- 
tious quality to ants. 

The ant’s power of accomplish- 
ing near-miracles without 50 
much as a second’s training or 
instruction is incredible. 

The termite or white ant, for 
instance, can quite easily masti- 
cate concrete and digest wood. A 
termite queen, when in full crea- 
tive flow, lays 2,000 eggs in a 


night, each one conforming to an 


intricate hereditary pattern. 

The, nurses are born sterilized, 
and soldiers with extra-large 
armour-plated mandibles are pro- 
duced to defend nests and police 
the colony. 

‘Many appear to be immune to 
gas squirted by some insects as 
part of their defensive apparatus. 
And each colony provides for a 
sufficiency of winged males and 
wingless females — queens-to-be 
to continue the race. 

Wars between ants are almost 
human in their development 
from chance incidents. Usually 
battles begin with just a few in- 
dividuals quarrelling. 

But soon combative hosts: join 
iP: Before long, the fight is en- 

rely out of control, as great 
numbers of ants pour into the 


rivals or crushing their bodies 
against stones and rock walls. 

But the raids of the blood red 
slave-maker ants are very differ- 
ent. These raids /are planned 
strategically. © 

Scouts go out first and ascer- 
tain the position and strength of 
a colony of wood ants or large 
black ants, two species most 
commonly raided for slaves. 

These raiding ants split up into 
three or more marching columns. 
Each takes a separate route to its 
objective. But, thanks to un- 
canny planning, all arrive at the 
same time. 

Then the assault begins, with 
the soldier ants leading the at- 
ick. They burst through the 
guar enabling their support 
groups \to follow and help in 
carrying away prisoners or com- 
bating resistance pockets. 

The captives sought are always 
“brood cocoons. 

Warmish days-are favoured for 
these operations because the 
coveted cocoons then lie in the 
upper chambers of an ant hill, a 
site where they are most accessi- 
ble for assault parties. . 

These cocoons hatch out in the 
raiders’ city. Their products 
grow up into slaves and accept 
their condition without the least 
resistance. 

Later on, they even take part 
in raids on the very cities in 
which their queen mother lived. 

So, you see, ants could take 
over—if they get a chance.

Top News Story 
Of The Year 


When the Associated Press cir- 
culates to all its . subscribing 
newspapers its yearly list of ma- 
jor stories for 1961, asking them 
to designate. which world stories 
they would put among the .10 
most important for this year, it 
is virtually certain that the 
breathtakingly dramatic seizure 
last January of the Portuguese 
luxury liner Santa Maria will be 
very close to the top of the list. 
For this action, taken under the 
leadership of Capt. Henrique 
Galvao, and designed as a world- 
eye-catching protest against the 
increasingly disreputable , dicta- 
torship of Antonio Salazar in 
Portugal, was perhaps the most 
startling act of its kind since the 
end of World War II, 


Nor was it the last act in the 
bold Galvao campaign against 
Salazar. Early in November, and 
a day or so before the Portuguese 
were to go to the polls to vote 
without choice for a hand-picked 
list of candidates, members of 
the Galvao movement seized an 
airliner in the sky above Lisbon, 
circled the city while the secret 
police watched in helpless anger, 
deluged the city with anti-Sala- 
zar leaflets and landed the plane 
and its passengers safely in 
Tangiers. 


Facts on who Captain Galvao 
is, and why he is such a bitter 
opponent of dictator Salazar, as 
well as an almost hour-by-hour 
account of the Santa Maria af- 
fair, are provided in the book 
“Santa Maria: My Crusade for 
Portugal” by Henrique Galvao, 
whose interest is only exceeded 
by its timeliness. Written by 
Captain Galvao himself, it is a 
fiery, fiercely felt shout of indig- 
nation against the man (and the 
system) who, for some 35 years, 
has been running Portugal as he 
saw {fit and with little regard for 
the susceptibilities of others. 
Filled with the bitterness and, to 
the Anglo-Saxon mind, the exag- 
gerated language which typify 
the Latin rebel, it is a sobering 
account of the truly desperate 
situation — from a diplomatic, 
political, economic, social and 
(vide Angola) colonial point of 
view — into which the Salazar 
overlordship has thrown a NATO 
ally of the Western world. 

Well known in Europe as a 
writer, one-time governor of -a 
portion of Angola, once also a 
hand-picked Salazar member of 
the National Assembly, Galvao 
broke once and for all with the 
dictator when his fellow Assem- 
blymen in 1948 refused to heed 
his tale of the shocking condi- 
tions prevailing in the Portu- 


guese colonies (and which in 1961 
burst forth into gruesome war- 
fare). For his courage he spaat 
seven years in jail. Hardly had 
he been released than he again 
attacked the dictatorship and 
was sentenced to 18 years more, 
Escaping in January, 1950, he at 
last made his way to South Ani- 
erica, where his planning result- 
ed in the Santa Maria affeir, an 
adventure which oceup.es more 
than half the space in this book 
and makes exciting reading. 
More, much more, will be 
heard of Captain Galvao in the 
near future. This book will ex- 
plain why the dictatorship in 
Lisbon cannot rest easy while he 


is free and plotting its downfall.

Fires That Cannot 
Be Put Out ~ 


People in a South Wales min- 
ing village were shocked, recent- 
ly, to see smoke and steam and 
eerie gusts of bluish flame leap- 
ing out of the ground. Experts 
were called but they could do 
nothing to extinguish the fire 
which was raging beneath a large 
coal tip. 

Putting out these subterranean 
fires, which are often found in 
the neighbourhood of coal mines, 
has often proved extremely dif- 
ficult. 


In Lancashire an “earth fire,” 
as it was called locally, blazed 
for years. 


Another underground fire near 
Wednesbury, Staffs, was at one 
time likely to eat its way beneath 
the suburbs of the town, so a 
watchman was appointed to warn 
people away from the danger 
area, 

One night the fire caused a 
great mass of earth to collapse 
and the watchman was drawn 
down with it and burned alive. 


It was reported, a few years 
ago, that in a score of different 
places in Britain underground 
fires were smouldering. 

“Some have been’ alight for 
years and are imitations of vol- 
canoes on a small scale,” wrote 
one reporter. “The fuel in most 
cases is coal.” 

An important junction station 
near Swansea was for some time 
rendered useless by an under- 
ground fire said to be burning in 
old chemical and metal refuse. 
The platforms were hot and the 
whole station was poisoned by — 
fumes. 

A Midlands town suffered 
severely many years ago from “a 
slow burning” which went on 
deep beneath its foundations. 

It threw out fumes of deadly 
gas which half-poisoned many 
people. 

Of all subterranean fires those 
fed by shale oil deposits are the 
longest lived. 

Some time ago a newspaper- 
man visited near Baku, on the 
Caspian Sea, the site of an un- 
derground oil fire which, he said, 
was alight when William the 
Conqueror landed in England.

It had been killed by sound 
waves travelling at more than 
20,000 cycles a second—-far high- 
er than the human ear can detect. 
They were absorbed so quickly 
by. rats fur that ultrasonic 

_ energy, was converted into heat, 
and the rodent died instantly of 
an intense .fever all over the 
body. . 

A similar sort of sound gun 
has ‘been used in Great Britain to 
set fire, from a distance, to wool 
and.other hairy materials. Mys- 
teriously; they started to smoke 
—then burst into flames. 

Had the rat been shaved, it 
would have lived. But such pro- 
tective measures will not be ef- 
fective much longer. 

The intensity of the ray is be- 
ing stepped. up so that the nerve 
centres and the brain itself can 
be destroyed.

As with all kinds of sound, the 
waves radiate outwards from a 
eentral source.

Indeed, ultrasonics are playing

ultrasonic “whistle increases or 
decreases the rate at which solid 
fuel burns, and also controls its 
thrust.

Sound waves shot through a

How ultrasound works is still 
much of a mystery.

A’ bat which has been blinded 
will fly as-Well as ever, and this 
research has led to hopes that a 
model of the bat’s amazing echo- 
locating system may one day be 
manufactured to assist blind peo- 
ple. For, while ultrasound can 
kill, it can also cure. It has al- 
ready been used with’success in 

_ gurgery, particularly for opera- 
tions on the .brain. 

The technique is proving most 
valuable in curing Parkinson’s 
disease, a nervous disability com- 
ing from a section of the brain 
smaller than the head of a 
matchstick. 

In London a complicated meas- 
uring machine locates the exact 
position of the minute nerve cen- 

. tre so that a needle can be driven 
‘through to reach and kill it. 

In the United States, however, 
the same result has been achiev- 
ed. by directing ultrasonic waves 
at the spot. 

When the diseased brain sec- 
tion is at point of focus, the rays 
destroy it within seconds. 

There have been promising ex- 
‘periments in cancer treatment, 
and in the disintegration of such 

internal dlls as gall-stones and 
tumours. But this-is by no means 

“all the science. of ultrasonics has 
1 to offer the human race. “Echo- 
fishing,” it is also called, looks 
fiké developing into a major in- 
dustry of ehormous economic 
importance. 

Commercial - applications in- 
clude the machining of - hard, 
brittle materials, like precious 
stones; the cleaning of smaJ] me- 
tal components in watches and 
other precision instruments by. 
- penetrating to previously inac- 
cessible parts, the soldering of 
light metals, and the fatigue- 
testing of highly stressed metals. 

In Britain they have develop- 
ed an ultrasonic drill which can 
punch holes of any shape to ac- 
curacies of one half-thousandth 
of an inch. 

Ultrasonic vibrators have also 
~been invented to prevent barna- 

cles adhering to the hulls of 

ships! 
‘For the uses of ultrasound are 
legion. In America they are ex- 
perimenting with it as a means 
of cieaning clothes, of making 
meat tenderer and of ageing 
wine.

To break the Hudson’s Bay 
Co.’s 29l-year-old monopoly on 
retail] trade in the Arctic, Can- 
ada’s 12,000 Eskimos two years 
ago acquired the legal right to 
establish their own cooperatives. 
Recently, at Cape Dorset on 
Baffin Island, they opened the 
fourth of a new chain of stores. 

The man behind the new co- 
ops is a 31-year-old Eskimo artist 
named Kananginak whose soap- 
stone carvings and Eskimo prints 
are used on U.N. Christmas cards, 
When the Hudson’s Bay Co, mar- 
keted Kananginak’s prints, his 
share was $5; by marketing them 
himself, he earns $17 a print. 
That set Kananginak to. wonder- 
ing whether the HBC was mak- 
ing similar profits on the fire- 
arms, radios, and tobacco it sells 
to the Eskimos., Establishing a@ 
cooperative among the 300 Es- 
kimo: of Cape Dorset, Kanan- 
ginak expects to gross $125,000 
a year.

Actor Cummings, who doubles 
as vice president of the Nutri- 
Bio Corp. of Los Angeles, was 
named when the FDA seized a 
batch of the company’s vitamin 
and mineral tables in Washins- 
ton on charges that they were 


leading claims (e.g:, that they 
help prevent impotency, heart 
trouble, tuberculosis, and some 
30 other maladies; promote bedu- 
ty, athletic ability, and “radiant 
living). Some of the claims, said 
the FDA—after noting that any 
literature used to promote a food 
product is considered part of the + 
product’s label—were contained 
in Cummings’ book, “Stay Young 
and Vital.” 

Fredericks’ tiook, “Eat, Live, 
and Be Merry,” was seized on the 
same charges in Varna, JIL, along 
with about $1,000 worth of vita- 
min and minera! supplements 
(Toddler’s Vitamin and Mineral 
Supplement for Children, Vita- 
Glo Food Supplement). Freder- 
icks, who has been pushing his 
controversial nutrition beliefs on 
radio for more than twenty years, 
promptly accused the FDA of 
carrying out a “personal vendet- 
to.” He admitted that one reason 
for his anger was the agency's 
contention’ that he had’no right 
to bill himself as “America’s 
leading nutritionist.” 

For his part, Cummings was 
only too happy to cooperate with 
the FDA, promised ‘to fire Nutri- 
Bio’s Washington distributor. 
Speaking through his wife. who 
heads up Nutri-Bio’s home-plan- 
ning division, Cummings said the 
company strictly forbids the use 
by its distributors of the type ot 
literature seized by the FDA. 
That goes for his book. “No: that 
there is anything wrong with the 
book,” Mrs. Cummings pointed 
out, “but dt has no connection 
with Nutri-Bio.”

At Pointe’du Hoe on the Nor- 
mandy coast of France, several 
hundred yards from Omaha 
Beach, D Day was being re- 
enacted seventeen years later. 
Five “dead German” soldiers 
gulped ice water flavored with 

ernod, cursed the heat in their 
native French, and waited for 
filming to begin on “The Long- 
est Day.” Behind them, a recon- 
structed pillbox which would 
turn out to have no guns in it 
was the object of attack by the 
Gecond Ranger Battalion, which 
included teen-age singing idol 
Fabian. Three times the dirt- 
caked Fabian had blown the 
line, “You mean we™come ail 
the way up here for nothin’?” 
and, with money ticking away 
at the rate of $35,000 a day, tem- 
pers were rising. Director An- 


drew Marton called for another — 


take, and an eager prop man be- 
gan waving his smoke can to- 
ward the camera. 

“There's too much smoke,” 
rasped producer Darryl F. Zan- 
uck. “Cut!” 

Marton whirled around, sweat 
popping out on his forehead. 
“Nobody says cut!” he bellowed. 
“Nobody says action but me 

when I’m directing. Nobody!” 

Zanuck reddened, took a fierce 
bite on his ever-present cigar, 
-and stalked off the set. “It's D 
for ‘Dollar’ Day now,” comment- 
ed Cornelius Ryan, author of 
‘the best-selling book and the 
ecreenplay. 

From the beginning, the recre- 
ation of the grim realities.of D 
‘Day had had a surrealistic over- 
‘tone. Filming in Corsica with 
the assistance of 1,600 Marines 
and 22 ships of the Sixth Fleet 
the largest concentration since 
the Sixth Fleet began operating 
in the Mediterranean—-the pro- 
duction was held up by a §,000- 
‘pound unexploded bomb found 
_in the sand. Trying to re-create 
@ parachute drop on nearby 
Sainte - Mere-Eglise, seventeen 
French stuntmen (in American 
uniforms) popped out of heli- 
eopters nightly for two weeks 
and, blown by the wind, landed 
every place but in the town 
where they were supposed to 

Among the movie's personne! 
fe a German ex-paratrooper. as- 

_wigned to train two dozen 
Frenchmen, some of whom also 
fought in the war, to imperson- 
ate German soldiers. A Dutch 
youth with the scars of a Nazi 
whipping on his back walks 
around unhappily in a green 
Wehrmacht uniform. Omaha 
Beach itself could not be used in 
the film, because a D«-Day monu- 
ment had been erected there. So 
Pointe. du Hoc was burned off 
and shell holes were blasted, and

gion were called in for cliff scal- 
ing. :

Package Astray 
In Distant Space 


LOST: 350 million copper 

wires. Disappeared about 

2,000 miles in space. If found, 

please notify Massachussetts 

Institute. of Technology or 

U.S. Air Force, care of Pro- 

ject West Ford. 

MIT’s missing package, a 17- 
inch-long stack of fine needles 
embedded in naphathalene, was 
launched Oct. 21 from Point 
Arguello in a trial of a unique 
communications technique. ~ On 
the basis of two years of elabo- 
rate ground tests, technicians at 
the Lincoln Laboratory in Lex- 
ington, Mass., had predicted that 
the napthalene would vaporize 
within a few days in the vacuum 
of space, gradually spreading the 
whiskerlike wires (each 7/10 of 
an inch long and one-third the 
thickness of a human hair) in an 
earth-circling belt 5 miles wide 
and 25 miles thick. The idea was 
that each whisker would act as 
an antenna, capable of reflect- 
ing radio waves, and provide the 
Air Force with a means of com- 
munication independent of the 
vagaries of magnetic storms (and 
invulnerable to any possible sab- 
otage). 

But something went wrong 
with the project (which has been 
hotly criticized by astronomers 
both here and abroad. on the 
ground that a sky full of whisk- 
ers would interfere with their 
interstellar observations). The 
napthalene apparently did not 
vaporize and the whiskers never 
separated or they did not  dis- 
perse. ; 

“We are rerunning many of the 
tests and. calculations,” said a 
spokesman for Lincoln Lab, “and 
trying to spot the package with 
our radar. We have had four 
radar contacts in the past month 
that may have been the package, 
but we’re not sure it’s the right 
one. Seeing it is like being in 
Boston and trying to see a foot- 
ball over Denver. We are still 
looking. If we find it, perhaps 
we can find out why the whisk- 
ers didn’t disperse, before any 
follow-up is attempted.”
